Railroad 
commission

sumed its investigation into viola- 
tions of Its proraton orders in the 
East Texas oil field and as the 
first official act of the hearing

any charge of dereliction of duty 
to make against any commission 
employe in -the field to present 
it, either publicly or 
privately. 


No charge was forthcoming. 
Ernest O. Thompson, member of 


the commission as soon as the 
session opened, read a statement 
saying that the commission, in No- 
vember, 1932 in a hearing at Hen- 
derson took testimony "in privacy 
from all parties in the field who 
desired to report to the commis- 
sion any irregularity on the part 
of producers in the field or on 
the part of commission employes." 


He said tha't as a result of 
that hearing the commission could 
find "no information about 
any 
offense which had not already 
been acted upon by the commis- 
sion and the attorney general's 
department. 


"There was no specific charge 


made against any individual mem- 
ber of the commissoin for dere- 
liction of duty or transgression on 
the part of our employes." 


Opportunity Repeated.

Faces Grave Charges 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(/P)— 
President-elect Roosevelt comes to 
the national capital today to see 
for himself the piled-up heap of 
vital domestic 
and 
international 
problems facing his administration. 
During an 
overnight stay he 
will make an attack on them in a 
round of conferences which in- 
clude a meeting with 
President 
Hoover at the white house at 11 
a. m. tomorrow. 


Soon after his arrival at 3:15 
p.m. today a stream of democrat- 
ic leaders in congress will call at 
his hotel suite to outline the leg- 
islative situation and lay plans for 
an extra session which probably 
will be called between April 10 
and 17. 


Then on Friday morning he will 
present himself at the executive 
mansion which he will occupy aft- 
er March 4 for a second confer- 
ence with Mr. Hoover since the 
November elections. The Far East- 
ern crisis involving the clash be- 
tween Japan and China seemed to 
be the subject of first moment. 


The muddled congressional situ- 
ation will be explained in detail to 
Mr. Roosevelt by his party chief- 
tains, an explanation which very 
likely will include a detailed ac- 
count of 
the 
senate 
filibuster 


which has widened the breach be- 
tween 
conservative 
and 
liberal 
wings of the democratic party and 
tied up legislation for more' than 
a week. 


The white house conference is 


expected by responsible 
officials 
to be largely informative in nature, 
with Mr. Hoover supplying Mr.

panies control of the oil industry 
and had allowed them to slash 
prices of crude.

the recent price reduction to 62 
cents a barrel in the East Texas 
field.

NICELY SHAPED HIPS 


Exercising for the figures 


Some years ago it was popular 
to roll all over the floor, to re- 
duce the hips if they were too 
fat. 
Miss Forbes suggests a 


better and an easier method of 


' making the hips shapely and 


slim.

Here are some exercises which 


the

practice every day. 
They arc to 


make the hips shapely, reducing 
them if they are too large, and 
putting firm muscle on thorn if 
they are too t.hin or flabby. These 
exercises are part of the gymnasi- 
um work •which has been so popu- 
lar out here in Hollywood for thn 
last yenr or so. 
Fold a blanket several times l.o 


make a. pad 
for 
the 
floor, 
or 


double up a quilt—so you lie on 
the floor comfortably, yet without 
too soft a. pad under you. Lie on 
the side, right side to start with, 
right hand and arm supporting the 
head, left hand and arm in front 
of the body as added support. This 
brings a 
lot 
of weight on your 


hip.Now do a bicycle movement, with 
the feet and legs raised a little 
way off the floor 
It is simple, for 


you merely pretend you are rid- 
ing a. bicycle. 
Keep this up for 


two full minutes, then rest half a 
minute. Raise the feet again, and 
cross the legs back and forth, in 
a scissors movement, keeping legs 
and knees straight. This is harder, 
but do it two minutes if you can. 
Rest. 
Now let the right leg re- 


main on the floor, but rase the 
left one sideways as high as you 
can. Do this for a minute at least. 
Rest. 
Turn over on the 
left 


side, and 
go through the same 


movements. 


At first it is hard, but after a 
week you will find those muscles 
so strengthened that, you can do 
this, and other 
exercises 
easily. 
This special set of exercises takes 
a bit more than ten minutes to do. 
If you have no special need to re- 
duce the hips, you can give half 
the time to them, and do them in 
connection with other exercises— 
the Hollywood exercises that I 
talked of the other day, perhaps.
